And What Have You

You p r ob ably noticed in last 
week’s paper that the Hamlin School 
Board has adopted a number of poli­ 
cies that concern student conduct 
in the schools. These are similar 
to the ones being adopted by schools 
all across the state. 
These policies were set by the 
board not so much because of any 
problems here but mainly because 
of court rulings. It seems that un­ 
less the board has a set policy con­ 
cerning d r e s s c od e s, disruptive 
acts by students and other such mat­ 
ters the c o u r t s will not back the 
schools if the students take the case 
to court. 
Without a set policy by the board 
it becomes a matter of opinion on 
the part of the school administra­ 
tors and therefore the courts have 
ruled against the school. But when 
there is a firm policy established by 
the board then the courts have ruled 
that the schools have almost unlim­ 
ited powers to maintain an orderly 
atmosphere for learning. 
The matter of dress codes have 
created p r obi em s all across the 
state—the closest one around here 
has been the recent problem in Abi­ 
lene over such a code. Here again 
it is because of the stand taken by 
the courts that such a code is nec­ 
essary. 
At the present time the Hamlin 
schools do not have a firm dress 
code but have the matter under dis­ 
cussion. Of all of the policies, this 
one is the hardest to establish. 
While it must take into consider­ 
ation the current trends in fashion 
it must at the same time spell out 
the requirements plain enough that 
they will stand up in court. 
It would be much better if just 
plain common sense could prevail in 
such matters but it seems that there 
are a l w a y s a few who delight 
in 
fighting authority and it is these few 
that bring on rules that affect every­ 
one. 
We are sure that in the near fu­ 
ture the l o c a l board will have to 
pass a dress code and we only hope 
that it is one that causes the least 
amount of problem but still main­ 
tains good taste. We would suggest 
that it would be best for all con­ 
cerned if the code does not go any 
farther backward from the current 
dress trends at school than neces­ 
sary. For this is where the prob­ 
lems will come from as students are 
forced to quit wearing styles that 
have been acceptable in the past. 
If itbecomes necessary to have a 
dress code we hope that both sides 
will have the good sense to approach 
the problem with reason.

AUSTIN — Stressing the 
need for full understanding 
of a problem prior to pro­ 
posing legislation, 
Speaker 
Gus F. Miutscher announced 
the appointment of a Speaker’s 
Interim Insurance Committee. 
"In view of the 
situation 
that has developed in the in­ 
surance field as a result of 
such factors as the catastro­ 
phic losses that have hit Tex­ 
as in the past year, I feel it 
desirable to create a commit­ 
tee to see if there are actions 
the Legislature can and should 
take to make certain the avail­ 
ability of a stable insurance 
market to the people of Tex­ 
as," Mutscher said. 
"It behooves the Committee 
to study plans and programs 
for 
providing 
a 
healthy, 
viable 
insurance 
industry 
which can provide the insur­ 
ance needs of Texans." The 
Speaker suggested that the 
community study the possibili­ 
ty of a catastrophe pool and 
a guaranty fund, which have 
been suggested by 
the in­ 
dustry. 
"It is my understanding that 
three 
insurance 
companies 
have gone into receivership in 
Texas within the past two 
months and that, in some in­ 
stances, other companies are 
becoming reluctant to accept 
new policies, even from citi­ 
zens normally considered good 
risks." 
Representative Grant Jones 
of Abilene, with three terms’ 


experience 
on 
the 
House 
Standing Insurance Committee 
is the Speaker’s choice 
as 
chairman. Other House Mem­ 
bers are Representative James 
L. Slider of Naples, chair­ 
man of the House Committee 
on Insurance during the past 
Legislature; Ray Lemmon of 
Houston; Joe Hawn of Dal­ 
las and John H. Poerner of 
Hondo.

In Rural Housing Activity 


A record year of homebuild­ 
ing and home improvement 
through credit services of the 
Farmers Home Administration 
is in prospect for rural Jones 
and 
Shackelford 
Counties, 
William T. Grussendorf said 
today as he reported on ac­ 
tivates for the past year. 
Mr. Grussendorf said $171, 
450 was channeled into the 
counties 
through 
twenty- 
eight loans for purchase or 
improvement 
of individual 
family homes for better town 
and country housing during 
the fiscal year ended June 30. 
Hie Farmers Home Admini­ 
stration, a Department of 
Agriculture agency, supple­ 
ments other housing credit 
available in rural towns of 
up to 5,500 population, 
as 
well as in the rural country­ 
side. 
Mr. Grussendorf said the 
year begun July I appears 
certain to set a record in the 
rural housing program. The 
agency is geared to virtually 
double its housing services,

Wayne Connally of Flores­ 
ville has completed the last 
of l l hearings over the state 
on this measure. Its tenta­ 
tive report summarizing testi­ 
mony favoring

ment will be presented before 
November 
3. 
Committee’s 
recommendations to the Legis­ 
lature will be delayed until 
next year. 
"Agriculturists are saying 
they can no longer operate if 
taxes continue to increase as 
they have in recent years,”
